The extension ordinance for the Chicago 
City railway company has been completed 
and will be given to the local transportation 
committee at its meeting tomorrow morning. 
it will be accompanied by two reports, one 
from the engineers of the street railway 
sompany and one from the city’s experts, 
showing how from $15,000,000 to $17,000,000 
ghould be expended in the rehabilitation of 
the traction system. 

in estimating the amount needed for the 
jmprovement of the Chicago City lines the 
city experts have placed the figure 6 percent 
- jower than the company's estimate, it being 
the purpose of the company, it is claimed, to 
beg out of high compensation with the plea 
of great outlay for improvements. 


Model for Union Traction. 


As this ordinance, if passed, will be the 
model for the Union Traction ordinance, it 
has been explained not only to the receivers 
and representatives of large interests in that 
company but also to the minority stock- 
holders, with a view to ascertaining if such 
@ measure would be accepted. 

It has been accepted by the Chicago City 
company, it is said, in every feature except 
compensation. No amount is specified by the 
Clause dealing with this. | 

This will be the obstacle im the measure. 
The company insists that 3 per cent is high 
enough, while the aldermen declare such an 
amount to be ridiculous, and hold out for 20.

At first Interrupted by mutterings of dis- 
approval, then halted by cries of protest, and 


finally defied and challenged to “ make | 


good,” the Rev. William B. Leach retired in 
dismay from the platform of the Social] 
Economics club yesterday afternoon. 

As he retreated the pastor of the Wicker 
Park Methodist Episcopal church, whose 
criticisms of women’s clilbs ‘have aroused 
the ire of the women, pleaded for time to 
prepare a reply to the questions with which 
the women had just bombarded him. 

“T am all upset and nervous and excited,” 


he said. “‘ Give me a little more time and I 


will answer your questidéns. I am glad I am 
hard of hearing, for there have been things 
said here that I would not have cared t 
hear.’’ | 

As Mr. Leach retired from the platform 
on which he had beén invited to amplify his 
charges against the women's clubs, the staid 
Social Economics club expended its pent up 
feelings and the hum of voices was like the 
mumblings of a stage mob. 


Exit the Good Wife. 


During the progress of his bitter attack 
against women’s clubs the Rev. Mr. Leach 
urged that the good wife is fast disappear- 
ing from the earth. | 

“T have had women say to me,” he de- 
clared, “‘that they were glad their homes 
were childless because without the blessed 
children they had more time to devote to 
their clubs and society.”’ 

He said that the homecoming of the hus- 
band from work meant little to the wife in 
these days of club life and social endeavor. 
And then, as an ideal to be followed, he went 
on: 

“Often have I sald to my wife, ‘Emma, 
my queen,’ and she has replied, ‘ William, 
my king.’ ” 

At this there was a twitter and certain 
members of the club stuffed handkerchiefs 
in their mouths.

Leach consumed in speaking to the club- 
women he deciared that nine out of every ten

Under Fire at Once. 


Mrs. John F. Thompson, vice president of 
the club, had no sooner introduced the speak- 
er than Mrs. Corinne Brown obtained the 
floor and demanded that Mr. Leach declare 
whether or not hesaid that all women’s clubs 
have private room attachments where cigar- 
ets and wine may be secured. 

‘**No man of common sense would make 
such a statement,” declared Mr. Leach. 
“What I did say, and what I now reiterate, 
was that there is not one club in ten without 
them. I do not know anything about your 
club—I presume it is a high toned club. 
Glancing over ite program I would be tempt- 
ed to join.” — | | 

Denies Notoriety Seeking. 

The speaker then denied that he was a 
seeker of notoriety, and then changed the 
subject. 

‘Look at the club news in the morning 
papers,”’ he said, “‘and you will blush with 
shame.” 

** No, no,”’ said a number of voices. 

“TI come before you,’’ Mr. Leach continued, 
“in defense of the home. I belong to no 
club except that one the name of which you 
can write on the, purest paper with a pen 
dipped in the dew of heaven—that of home, 
spelled with a capital‘ H.’ It is in the inter- 
ests of home that I am here. I yield to no 
man in respect for women. The first vote 
I ever cast was for woman's suffrage. I 
stand for the same moral standard for men 
as for women. 1 have always kept my lips 


pure. € 
“Qooks Like McKinley.” 

Speaking of the temptations confronted by 
men, the minister said: ; 

“The other day three girls, none of them 
over 18 years of age, stared boldly at me until 
I had to drop my eyes in shame. I had to 
blush fon them. But after all perhaps they 
were only looking at me because I look like 
McKinley.” 

With his auditors staring in wide eyed 
amazement, the speaker then attacked Adam 
and defended Eve. 

“Men,” he said, “ have 
ashamed of Adam. They ought to be ashamed 
that Adam permitted the serpent to creep 
into the garden. If a serpent tried to creep 
into my home I would slay it or die in the 
attempt.” |

) Baker died half an hour before their ar- 
rival. 


Due to Heart Failure. 

Heart failure was given as the cause of 
death, though it had not been known that 
Mr. Baker was suffering from any form of 
heart disease. He had been in apparently 
good health all summer and yesterday came 
to Chicago as usval to attend to his business. 
Taking an early train for Highland Park in 
the afternoon he played golf around the 
links of the Exmoor club and then went to 
the house to dinner. . 

Shortly after eating a hearty dinner, Mr. 
Baker complained of feeling ill and lay down 
on a couch. Then Dr. Haskin was called, 
and, as stated, the end soon came. :

children was present. His daughter, Mrs.

Second Explosion at Missoula. 

Only meager details of the second outrage 
have reached here yet.

That the two outrages were 
the work of the same band of wreckers is al- 
most certain.

First—A tax of 2 shillings (48 cents) a 
quarter on foreign wheat, but none on wheat 
from British possessions. No tax on corm. 
(maize), but a tax on flour. | 

Second—a tax of 5 per cent on foreign meat 
and dairy produce, but no tax on bacon. 

Third—A substantial preference to the 
colonies on wines and fruits. 

Fourth—A tax of 10 per cent on imports of 
manufactured goods. | 

Fifth—A reduction of three-quarters Of the 
duty on tea, and half the duty on sugar, with 
corresponding reductions upon cocoa and 
coffee. 

No Tax on Raw Material. 


In explaining his tariff plan Mr. Chamber | 
lain said he wtshed to repeat explicitly that 
he did not wish to tax raw materials used in 
British manufactures. It was evident that 
if they wanted to prevent separation there 
must be a preferential tax onfood. That was 
the great cry of his opponents, and it was 
true, but it was only half the truth, because 
those opponents forgot to add his explanation 
that nothing he proposed would add one 
farthing to the cost of living of any working- 
man or of any family in the country. 

With regard to his plan he would state 
briefly. He proposed to put a low duty, not 
exceeding 2 shillings (48 cents) a quarter on 
foreign wheat, but none on wheat from the 
British possessions, He proposed no tax on 
corn, partly because it formed the food of 
some of the poorest among the population 
and partly it was raw material as 
feeding stuff. 

Why He Taxes Flour. 

He proposed a corresponding tax on flour, 
and he would give special preference to the. 
miller with the object of reéstablishing one 
of our ancient industries and of preventing 
@ rush from the country to the town, and

The net result of these impositions and re- 
missions would be that the town artisan’s 
food would, according to the most elaborate 
calculations, cost him 2 pence half penny (6 
cents) less per,week than it did at present; 
while that of the agricultural laborer would 
cost him 2 pence (4 cents) less, but if, as he 
believed, a great part of the tax on feod 
would be paid by the foreigner, there would 
be a greater reduction in the cost of food, 
both for’ the artisan and the agricultural 


laborer. 
Effect on the Budget. 


The loss to the exchequer he estimated at 
£2,800,000 ($14,000,000), but that and more he 
proposed to find in another branch of the 
policy of fiscal reform, which was sometimes 
called retaliation and sometimes reciprocity.

The question was; what would the colonies 
say?

Mp, 
Chamberlain concluded: 

“It is because I sympathize with their ob- 
ject and appreciate the generosity of their 
offer, it is for these things and for no personal 
ambition that I have given up the office I wag 
so proud to hold and that now when I might, 
I think, fairly claim a period of rest, l have — 
taken up new burdens and come before you 
as a missionary of the empire to urge upon 
you again, as in old times when I protested 
against a disruption of the united kingdom, 
once again to Warn you, to urge you, to im- 
plore you to do nothing. that will tend to 
wards the disintegration of the empire, not to 
refuse to sacrifice futile superstition and 
inept prejudice and thereby to lose the result 
of centuries of noble effort and patriotic en- 
deavor.”*

“ Meanwhile foreign exports to the united 
Kingdom have risen from $315,000,000 in 
4872 to $745,000,000 in 1902. 

May Become Fifth Rate. 

»* “I have made these figures clear. It is 
Plain that our imperial trade is essential to 
Sur prosperity. If it declines or fails to in- 
crease in proportion to our population and to 
ihe loss of our foreign trade, then we shal! 
sink into a fifth rate nation. We have reached 
our highest point and I am not certain but 
that some of my opponents regard that with 
absolute complacency.

READY FOR WA 


PEACE WITH RUSSIA DESIRED, | 
BUT ARMY IS READY. 


With the Approach of Oct. 8, the Date 
Fixed for the Evacuation of Man- 
churia, Great Tension Is Observable 
Among the Japanese Populace— 
Ministers Expect to Secure Conces- 
sions in Corea and Thus Avert a 
Conflict—Arsenals Are Kept Busy. 


TOKIO, Japan, Oct. 6.—Rumors are afloat 
here that the Russians are erecting forts and 
mounting guns at Yongampho, on the Yalu 
river. 


YOKOHAMA, Oct. 6.—With the approach 
of Oct. 8, the nominal date for Russia's evac- 
uation of Manchuria, great tension is ob- 
servable among the Japanese populace, but 
in diplomatic circles hopefulness prevails of 
an amicable settlement on the basis of con- 
cessions to Japan by Russia in Corea and 
Manchuria. 

The Japanese ministers for war and the 
navy have held conferences with the em- 
peror, Marquis Ito, president of the privy 
council, and Premier Katsu, indicating that 
preparations are going on to meet any event- 


uality. 
Fleet and Army Ready. 

The fleet and the army are both without 
question in readiness, and large supplies for 
both the army and navy have been accumu- 
lated. The arsenals have been quietly at 
work for a long time past, and the defenses 
have been minutely inspected. 

Popular feeling in Japan is exasperated 
at Russia’s dilatory tactics, and the excite-* 
ment has been aggravated by the sensational 
prees, which is constantly circulating rumors 
of fresh Russianaggressions. Many of these 
are of the most circumstantial character and 
are calculated to inflame public opinion. 


Will Fight Single Handed. 

The Japanese: statesmen remain calm. 
Japan apparently considers herself capable 
of dealing with Russia single handed. It is 
true. that England is supporting Japan 
strongly at Pekin and Seoul, Corea, but it is 
thought here that England and France de- 
sire peace at any price. Germany is osten- 
sibly neutral. The United States is chiefly 
concerned in her commercial treaty with 
China, to be signed on Oct. 8, but the Japa- 
nese press’ claims that America is ready to 
yield Japan her strong moral gupport against 
any unfair encroachments. 

The Japanese fleet is in the harbor of Ma- | 
San-Pho (south of Corea). No troops have 
yet been landed. 


EXECUTIVE ALWAYS IN DANGER. 


Berlin Political Police Not Surprised at 
Peril of Roosevelt—Plots 
in Europe. 


BERLIN, Oct. 6.—The department of po- 
litical police has noted without astonishment 
the several instances recently of danger to 
the life of President Roosevelt, only wonder- 
ing that they have been so few and so evident- 
ly without intelligent direction. Inquiries 
show that the arrest of persons suspected of 
designs against members of the imperial fam- 
ily average one daily. The arrests are rarely 
reported in the newspapers, and then only 
against the wishes of the political police, for 
the latter believe the mention of such ar- 
rests prompts ill regulated minds to plan 
killing the sovereign. 


SORRY HE SNEERED AT NAVY. 


British General Regrets That He Said 
Girls Could Shoot Better than 
British Sailors. 


LONDON, Oct. 6—Gen. Sir Archibald 
Hunter, who recently sneered at the marks- 
manship of the crews of the naval guns at 
the siege of Ladysmith, offering to take girls 
out of school and make them shoot better, 
has officially intimated his regret at the ex- 
pressions he used, which he withdraws, 
though he says he cannot alter his opinion.

At tbe general convention in 1901 a com- 
mittee was appointed to take up the ques- 
tion of church govenment, and it was learned 
at the Episcopal church house here today 
that the committee had made a report last 
week which provides the establishment of 
seven provinelal bodies or provinces through- 
out the United States; that the bishops of 
each such province shall select one of their 
number to be primate. 

The senior bishop of each province shall 
convene the bishops of the province for the 
purpose of electing a primate for such a 
term of years as the synod may subsequently 
determine. The effect of this system if it 
should go through would be the creation of

SULTAN’S ARMY MASSED THREE 
DAYS’ MARCH FROM BULGARIA. . 


Troops Rapidly Being Concentrated 
at Convenient Points Ready for Any 
Emergency—Insurgents Compelled 
to Acknowledge Defeat After Se- 
vere Fighting Near Razalog—Scat- 
tered by Otteman Forces, They Are 
Compelled to Give Up Struggle.

PARIS, Oct. 6.—John F.. Bass, the war cor- 

respondent, now with the sultan’s army, tele- 
graphs from Staraica, European Turkey, un- 
der date of last Sgturday, that Turkish 
troops are rapidly being concentrated at 
various points within three days’ march of 
the Bulgarian frontier, in order to be pre- 
pared to meet any emergency. 


Defeat for Insurgents. 

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Oct. 6—A dispatch for- 
-warded from Rilo monastery yesterday says 
the insurgents have withdrawn entirely from 
the Razalog district and valley, having sus- 
tained serious repulses. The insurgents and 
their agents are attempting to conceal the 
truth; but’ the fact remains that combined 
operations on the part of the insurgents in 
that direction are no longer possible, the 
Turkish troops having effected a clearance 
arid driven the bands to seek shelter in Bul- 
garian territory. 

Peace Proposal to Turkey. 

Premier Petroff has proposed to Turkey 
here that the troops on both sides of the fron- 
tier should be withdrawn to a certain dis- 
tance agreed upon by both governments, and 
he has further offered to disband one bat- 
talion of Bulgarian troops for every two 
demobilized simultaneously by Turkey. 


Fighting Near Uskub.. _ 

Details of the fighting at Kittkar, near 
Kratovo (thirty-eight miles from Uskub), 
Oct. 1 and Oct. 2, have reached the revolu- 
tionary headquarters here. The battle last- 
ed for thirty-six hours. The Turkish fire 
went over the insurgents and wrought havoc 
among the Turks on the other side of the 
position. The insurgents ultimately escaped. 
The Turkish losses are variously estimated 
at from sixty to 250 men killed or Wounded.

CHICAGO IN PATH OF STORM. 


Heavy Gale Today in Entire Great

“TEA KING” IS IN CHICAGO. 


Ceylon and India Product Replacing 
China and Japan Leaves, De- 
clares P. C. Larkin. 


P. C. Larkin of New York, the “ Tea King 
of America,’’ arrived yesterday at the Audi- 
torlum Annex on one of his semi-annual 
tours of the United States. Mr. Larkin 
earned his title by making himself one of the 
highest authorities on all matters pertaining 
to tea. During the years he was making 
himself an expert on the tea question he inci- 
dentally built up the Salada company, of 
which he is the head, and which probably 
imports more of the fragrant leaves than any 
other one firm. 

In talking of trade conditions between the 
United States and the eastern tea producing 
countries, Mr. Larkin declared the timeis not 
far* distant when teas grown in Ceylon and 
India will take the place of the Chinese and 
Japanese products. 

“ The teas from India and Ceylon have only 
been introduced in America within the last 
few years,” he said, “ but the rapidity of the 
growth of their use since has been so great 
that it only is a matter of time until we must 
cease to import the Chinese and Japanese

LAW SAID TO BE FAULTY. 
| 
Men Who Did or Did ‘Not Cut 
-Yhistles May Be Unable 

to Collect Pay.

The trowbles of Commissioner of Noxious 
Weeds N. C. Van Slooten and his backers, 
who are trying to collect a.$31,000 thistle bill 
from Chicago property owners, took on a 
more ominous aspect yesterday. 

While property owners flocked to the head- 

quarters of the Citizens’ association to regis- 
‘ter complaints against Van Slooten’s meth- 
ods, the investigation committee of the real 
estate board was busy with an independent 
inquiry into the items of the bill. 
. It also developed that the finarlce commit- 
tee of the county board, to which the report 
‘was sent for auditing, has obtained a legal 
opinion declaring the whole law as amended 
by the last legislature to be unconstitutional. 
‘The opinion was freely expressed about the 
board headquarters that the “little ac- 
count’ has thus been effectively buried in 
committee. 


Secretary Singleton of the Citizens’ asso- 
ciation went through Van Slooten’s list of 
items and made notes concerning certain 
properties which are said to be weedless 
‘now, but not through the efforts of the weed 
commissioner. The owners declare they 
cut the weeds themselves, but were charged 
the limit of 50 cents a lot just the same. 


Will Take Evidence Today. 


_ A delegation from the Citizens’ association 
and the real estate board will visit the lands 
in question this morining and take the evi- 

dence of the owners. Mr. Singleton also was 


allowed access to the materials contained in 
several hundred letters to the county clerk 


and controller making charges against Van 
Siooten. 

Controller Monaghan himself exhibited a 
bill from the weed man demanding $1.50 for 
cutting harmful vegetation on three lots. 
The controller said that the lots had been free 
of weeds all this year, that Van Slooten to his 
knowledge had never done any work there, 
and that he did not intend to pay the bill. 

Although the controller declined to com- 
mit himself, it is understood that Van Slooten 
will meet with flat refusals should he ever 
present any certificates on the county funds. 
The weed commissioner’s employés are to be 
paid in part with such scrip under the law, 
but the controller, it is said, is suspicious of 
the validity of the law on this point and will 
decline to honor the paper. 


Sample of the Charges. 


A sample of the charges of irregular prac- 
tices on the part of the weed man was the 
story told by C. F. Tolman, father of Cor- 
poration Counsel Tolman. « Mr. Tolman owns 
twenty-four lots along Winchester avenue, 
between Fiftieth and Fifty-frst streets. Last 
year he received notice from Van Slooten 
that Canadian thistles were growing on 
the property. Mr. Tolman says that he 
then personally superintended the cleaning 
of the lots, the thistles, being dug up and 
hoed under. This year the thistles reap- 
peared on only one lot, but Van Slooten 
charged him up with weed cutting on_the 
whole twenty-four. 

The bill also contained an item for weed 
cutting on a lot in Robey street which does 
not belong to Mr. Tolman at all. The cor- 
poration counsel advised his father to with- 
hold payment and yesterday the matter was 
laid before the Citizerts’ association.

Van Slooten’s bills, and promptly dispatched 


a sharp reply calling attention to certain ir- 
rogularities. | 
Behind the Bill.” 


. Secretary Singleton declares that Van 
Slooten is almost a figurehead in the con- 
duct of the business, the gross proceeds of 
which are placed at $31,000 for three months. 
Behind Van Slooten are Attorney Francis 
McDonnell and E. C. Pronger, a Blue Island 
contractor, who admit they have invested 
$12,000 in the expectation of drawing profits 
from the weed bill. 

_ McDonnell and Pronger are the sole con- 
tractors for cutting noxious weeds in Chi- 
cago. McDonnell drew up the law, which 
passed the Jast legisiature. 

The contracts are®pen to all bidders, but 
just how open is a matter to be investigated. 
Van Slooten déclares that McDonnell got the 
contracts because he was always the lowest 
bidder. McDonnell a few minutes later made 
this assertion: 

* With my partner Iam thesole contractor. 
We cut the weeds for 45 cents a lot. Why 
shouldn't we? There are no other bidders. 
The law limits the charge to 50.”’ ? 


As to the Profit. 


It is said that McDonnell pays his laborers 
15 cents a lot for the work thereby making 
a profit of 30 cents a lot, or $18,000 for the 
property concerned in Van Slooten’s Dill. 
McDonnell, however, says that “‘much of 


1 the work cost as high as 81 cents a lot.” 


Van Slooten has made his contracts with 
the provision that the contractors shall ad- 
vance their own money to pay their employés 


and wait for their own reimbursement until | 


the weed bill is paid in the next tax collection. 
In this way McDonnell and Pronger say 
they have advanced $12,000. 

Van Slooten has induced a large number 
of property owners to pay their bflis direct 
to him during the summer instead of walilt- 
ing till the tax collection, and part of this 
sum has gone to pay his office force of 
twenty-one men, who were mostly engaged 
in writing up the 60,000 entries in the weed 
bill. | 
An@ the end is not in sight, for yesterday 
afternoon’ Mr. Van Slooten said: | 

** I expect to cut weeds for a month yet, and 
then I will have an additional bill to file 
with the county clerk.”

Buffalo, N. Y., Oct. 6.—§Special.]—Nelson 
Shannon Bissell, who was postmaster gen- 
eral under President Grover Cleveland from 
1898 to 1895, died here tonight after anililness 
that had kept him an invalid for some time. 

Mr. Bissell. suffered from complications. 
thought to be akin to Bright's disease, al- 
though not well understood. : 

On June 1 Mr. Bissell’s trouble became so 
serious that he was sent to New York to con- 
sult specialists. It was thought an operation 
would be performed, but, after an examina- 
tion, the specialist decided that it would be 
better for the patient first to rebuild his 
health. He was sent to his summer home, 
Bar Harbor, where he spent several weeks. 
He spent most of the time there in bed and it 
was realized that his case was hopeless. In 
September he returned to Buffalo. 

Aside from the position of postmaster gen- 
erak he held for two years Mr. Bissell occu- 
pied no political offices, except that he was 
a presidential elector at large in 1888.

DECLARES AGAINST GOVERNOR 
AND SAYS HE IS UNPLEDGED. 


‘Insists He Is.for Cook County Organi- 
sation Only, bat It Is Rumored He 
Will Help Lowden—Busse Is Be- 
lieved to Have Gainea Control of 
Party in (ook County and Looms 
Up as New Power in the Next Uon- 
vention.

CUT DIVIDEND ON | 
STEEL COMMON, 


Rate on Stock for Last Quar- 
ter of Year Reduced to 
One-Half Per Cent. 


Decrease Shown in Earnings for 
Last Three Months of $4,- 
642,668 Under 1902. 


New York, Oct. 6.—The dividend on the 


corporation: for the last quarter was today 
reduced from 1 per cent to one-half of 1 per 
cent, thus setting at rest a metter that has 
agitated Wall street and financial circles 
generally for many weeks. To quote a high 
authority in the affairs of the corporation, 
‘*t the action of the board was unanimous and 
was caused by the falling off in business.”’ 
This last is borne out by the financial state- 
ment issued shortly after the meeting. The 
statement shows a decrease of $4,642,668 
(September estimated) for the third quarter 
of the calendar year, as compared with the 
same period last year, and a decrease of 
$4,339,487, compared with the 
quarter of this year. The corporation had 
unfilled orders of 4,843,000 tons on hand Oct. 
1, 1902. This year the unfilled orders on the 
same date amounted to 3,728,742 tons. The 
official statement of net earnings for the 
quarter (September estimated) shows: July, 
$12,384,647; August, $10,018,174; September, 
$9,000,000. 


Cut Has Been Discounted. 


The course of Steel common stock in the 
last few months clearly indicated that to- 
day’s cut has been largely discounted. In 
fact, wagers that the dividend would be re- 
duced were plentiful recently, and there were 
predictions that it would be passed complete- 
ly. Nevertheless, today’s action came as a 
surprise to many, who argued that it would 
be impolitic to make any change at this par- 
ticu time. 

The importance of today’s meeting, which 
“was preceded by that of the finance commit- 
tee, was emphasized by the attendance of 
nineteen of the twenty-four directors, in- 
cluding J. P. Morgan, whose presence at 
these meetings has beeh rare. Among the 
absentees were John D. Rockefeller and his 
son, John D. Jr., William H. Moore, and 
Marshall Field of Chicago. The absence of 
the. Rockefellers was the subject of some 
comment, because of the rumors industrious- 
ly circulated for weeks past that the Stand- 
ard Oil faction had arrayed itself against 
Mr. Morgan and his friends and would hold 
out for a reduced dividend. The unanimous 
action of the board on this point, it is held, 
disposes of these rumors. 


Action Decided in Advance. 

The session of the directors was a brief 
one. The printed statement of Controller 
Filbert, given out directly after the directors’ 
meeting was proof that today’s action had 
been determined some hours in advance of 
the meeting. 

The regular dividend of 1% per cent on the 
preferred stock was declared. This divi- 
dend is payable Nov. 16. The dividend on the 
common stock is payable Dec. 30. 

The statement for the nine months gives 
total net earnings, after monthly deductions 
for repairs, renewals, maintenance and i! 
terest on bonds and fixed charges of the 
subsidiary companies, $94,013,836. a 
amounts for sinking funds on bonds of su 
sidiary companies and depreciation and re- 
serve funds brings the net earnings down to 
$82,211,602. A further deduction of interest 
on the corporation’s bonds, including the 
sinking funds, leaves a balance of $65,978,- 
217. Dividends on the preferred and common

_ Steel Stocks Lead Market.

GOOD WEATHER FOR CORN 


GOVERNMENT REPORT’ SHOWS 
MORE FAVORABLE CONDITIONS. 


In All Districts East of the Rocky 
Mountains the Temperature Was 
Highly Beneficial to Unmatured 
Fields—Parts of the bore Have Had 
Excessive Rains, While Drought 
Continues in the Ohio Valley — Good 
Rains in Arizona and New Mexico. 


ge 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 6—The weather 
bureau's weekly summary of crop conditions 
is as follows: 

In all districts east of the Rocky mountains 
the temperature conditions during the week 
ending on Oct. 5 were highly favorable for 
unmatured crops. The northern portions of 
the. upper Missouri and upper Mississippi 
valleys, and. upper lake region and parts of 
Texas, Oklahoma, and Arkansas have suf- 
fered from excessive rains, while severe 
drought continues in the south Atlantic, cen- 
tral, and east gulf states and in portions of 
Tennessee and the Ohio valley. 

On the Pacific coast the week averaged 
cool, with shewers during the latter part, 
which in portions of California were unfa- 
vorable for fruit drying. New Mexico and 
Arizona have received additional and bene- 


ficial rains. 
Favorable for Corn. 


On the whole, the corn crop has experi- 
enced another fevorable week, although the 
more northerly portions, in which rains have 
retarded maturing and cutting, would have 
done better with less moisture. 

in lowa 10 to 15 per cent of the area plant- 
ed is still exposed in some measure to dam- 
age by heavy frost, but another week of 
warm, dry weather would ripen most of the 
belated crop. 

In Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri, Michigan, 
and Wisconsin about 10 per cent of the crop 
is still exposed to injury from frost; in In- 
about 5 per cent, 
and in northern Ohio from 5 to 25 per cent, 
except in the extreme northeast portions, 
where from one-half to three-fourths or 
more is still green. 

In Wisconsin, Minnesota, and South Da- 
kota from 10 to 40 per cent has already been 
injured to a greater or less extent. 

Rains have retarded thrashing of spring 
wheat in Minnesota and the Dakotas and 
caused further injury to grain in shock in 
South Dakota, 


Cotton Picking in Progress. 

In the central and eastern districts of the 
cotton belt there was little or no rain dur- 
ing the week, and cotton picking progressed 
rapidly under favorable conditions. In Tex- 
as, Oklahoma, and Arkansas, however, pick- 
ink was retarded by heavy rains, which 
caused considerable damage to open cotton, 
especially in Texas, where the opening of 
the young bolls has been checked by re- 
newed growth of plant. | 

Reports indicate that about one-ahif of the 
prospective yield has been gathered'in the 
central and eastern portions of the belt, the 
proportion gathered: being considerably 
greater in Texas, where probably 60 to 70 
per cent of the crop has been secured, while 
not more than 10 per cent has yet been 
picked in Oklahoma, Indian territory, and 
Arkansas. On. the whole, it appears that 
slightly more than one-half of the crop is 
now gathered. 

Good Weather for Tobacco. 

The principal tobacco states have had 
favorable curing weather, and the portion of 
the crop remaining unharvested in Kentucky 
at the close of the previous week has been 
housed. 

The continued prevalence of blight and rot 
in potatoes throughout the northern states 
has materially shortened the yield of this 
cro 
= ae in the middle and south Atlantic 
states and the portions of the Ohio and cen- 
tral Mississippi valleys whure plowing and 
fall seeding have retarded, this work has 
made satisfactory progress, and early sown 
wheat has germinated and is coming up well, 
fine stands being reported from Nebraska 
and Kansas. Recent rainsin Texas have put 
the soil in excellent condition, and prone 
is now active in that state. 

Conditions in Illinois. 

Springfield, Ill., Oct. 6.—[Special. 
iam G. Burns, director of the Illinois section 
of the weather bureau, United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, issues the following bul- 
letin today, covering conditions existing in 
Illinois the last week: 

“ The temperature has averaged above nor- 
mal, with summerlike conditions obtaining 
the latter part of the week. The rainfall was 
ample and well distributed. The soil is in 
excellent condition, and plowing and seeding 
have progressed rapidly. 

‘Corn has matured beyond expectations. 
The crop is in shock in some localities, and 
cutting is well advanced in many sections. 
While some-estimates are made of decreased 


yield, the general outlook is for a nearly aver- 


age production. The crop is practically safe, 


only 10 per cent of the entire crop remaining | 


subject to injury by frost at this time. 

“ Pastures are in excellent condition. Some 
hay in stack has been damaged by wet 
weather. Clover hulling was hindered on 
account of frequent rains. Broom corn and 
cowpeas are being harvested, with average

Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 6.—[ Special. ]—The 
Flour city this week is the host of 800 dele- 
gates to the seventh annual convention of the 
Grain Dealers’ National association. While 
nearly every state in the union is represented, 
Chicago, Milwaukee, and Buffalo have the 
largest delegations. The last two named 
cities are working to secure next year’s can- 
vention.

In the sanitary bureau's records for 1902 
there are 2,000 building permits for which 
there are no entries indicating inspections.

that at least 75 per cent of the permits were 
used. The unavoidable conclusion, there- 
fore, is that last year 1,500 buildings were 
- put up in Chicago without any inspection of 
their plumbing facilities. 
Why is the man who kept these records 
‘and who saw them every day allowed to 
remain in the service of the city? The health 
commissioner does not have to prove before 
the civil service commissioners that Andrew 
Young is guilty of statutory offenses. All 
that he has to do is to look over the sanitary 
fbureau’s records, see for himself that 
Andrew Young has neglected his duties, and 
then scratch Andrew Young’s name from 
the city pay roll. :

DUKE OF DEVONSHIRE’S RESIGNATION 
The Balfour cabinet has been patched 
up with cricket players, gentlemen, and no- 
bodies. It is at best a makeshift. It can- 
not last long. Perhaps it is not intended to. 
It may be simply another of Balfour's ef- 
forts td tide over a desperate situation. 
The situation was bad when Chamberlain 
and his associates “ stepped down and out.” 
It is still worse since the duke of Devon- 
shire, lord president of the council and the 
conservative leader in the upper house, has 
resigned. His defection will bring about 
political chaos in England. .* 
This defection means the dissolution of 
the unionist party. The duke of Devon- 
shire goes one way; Chamberlain goes an- 
other. The party is directly split in twain 
and there must be a re-forming of party 
lines. The protection party will be made up 
of unionists, conservatives, people of all 
factions; the free traders of similar ele- 
ments. Fight as hard as Balfour may, 
‘under the circumstances there ‘van be little 
hope he can prevent the collapse of the 


The duke of Devonshire represents one of 
the oldest whig houses of England. For 
nearly half a century he has wielded great 
influence in the government. To his politi- 
cal influence has been added the weight 
which attaches to family name and pres- 
tige. He is able, cautious, straightforward. 
He evidently could no longer endure Bal- 
four’s shuffling and lack of courage. The 
latter’s attempt to criticise the duke’s ac- 
tion is feeble, petulent, and unlike Balfour, 
for he always has been amiable, cautious, 
and tactful. Evidently he must have been 
touched in some sensitive spot by the duke 

f Devonshire’s withdrawal. The latter, 
however, is too straightforward a man to 
sympathize with evasions. So long as no 
public announcement had been made he re- 
mained at his post, humiliating as it may 
have been to him, but after the Sheffield 
speech it savas impossible to stay longer 
without stultifying himself. 

So he withdréw, and that withdrawal, 
more ‘even than the weak appointments 
which have been made, must of necessity 
involve the collapse of the government. 
The union party is wrecked. All parties 
must be re-formed. The process will be in- 
teresting. 


THE SOUTHERN FORESTS. 

The question of preserving the southern 
forests, both from neglect and from fire, 
is beginning to be discusfed in forestry 
circles, and none too soon, for the chief 
prt of the timber supply of the country, 
both pine and hard wood, is no@in tne 
southern states. The pine of the northwest 
has been largely removed by fires and cut- 
ting, and what remains in Mairfe and other 
eastern states will be used up in paper 
making. 

Few people have any idea of the extent 
of the southern forests. The hard wood is 
found in the mountain districts of the Vir- 
ginias, Carolinas, Georgia, Alabama, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, and northern Mississippi, 
and some in the forests of Arkansas and 
northern Louisiana. The fine southern 
pine, which is such a favorite wood: for 
building and for interior finish, grows over 
a belt following the coast line from Virginia 
to Texas. According to the New Orleans 
Picayune, this belt is 2,000 miles long, aver- 
ages about 200 miles wide, and embraces 
an area of more than 250,000,000 acres. It 
seems: an enormous area, but the yellow 
pine is cut at the rate of ten billion feet of 
lumber a year. 

At this rate how long will the timber sup- 
ply of the south last? Mr. H. C. Putnam, a 
civil engineer, who 4. had long experience 
in northern and souffiern pineries, answers 
this question in the Forestry and Irrigation 
Magazine for this month. He believes that 
after ten years of such removal of the tim- 
ber as is now going on “ there will not be 
eonugh left in the states along their lines to 
supply the Atlantic Coast line, Seaboard 
Air line, and Southern, now running from 
Virginia to Texas.” 

Unless some steps are taken to preserve 
them the end of forests north and south is 
in sight. It is possible to measure their 
life in years. Mr. Putnam lays stress upon 
two measures for preservation. The first 
is to protect the small trees and the seedlings 
after the large trees have been cut. He 
says the southern pine Jands have a marvel- 
ous capacity for reseeding themselves, even 
when they have been cultivated. His 
second measure is protection against fire, 
to which the resinous southern pine is pecu- 
liarly liable. Notwithstanding this, the 
people in the pine belt are as heedless and 
careless as in the northern forests, and 
this, too, when “these states are worth 
more today, acre for acre, for the forests 
they can grow with the cheapest kind of 
care than for the corn and cotton which 
they produce.” Cheap as this care is, in- 
evitable as the destruction must be without 
it, it is doubtful whether the warnings of 
engineers and foresters will be heeded.

| TRACTION LEGISLATION. 

It was hardly necessary that the Federa- 
tion of Labor and the advocates of munic- 
ipal ownership should have made a demon- 
stration in the common council to secure the 
passage of measures which they favor. It 
was well enough known that a large major- 
ity of the council, as well as a large major- 
ity of the people of Chicago, undoubtedly 
favor municipal ownership of the traction 
lines. Nor was it necessary to load down 
the transportation committee with work 
enough to occupy it for weeks to come. 

The practical feature of the council’s ac- 
tion was its adoption of a resolution direct- 
ing the corporation counsel to draw up an 
ordinance submitting the Mueller bill to the 
voters of the city for adoption or rejection. 
This was wise and proper. It places the 
council on record, and it is a step in the 
right direction. | 

What remains to be done must be done 
reasonably and in orderly fashion. If every 
person wito has a cocksure plan for solving 
the traction problem is to insist upon that 
and no other, andif the plain question is to be 
lumbered up with motions, and resolutions, 
| and ordinances, it will soon be ina muddle

ING LIDOPOLD in his capacity as 
sovereign of the Congo Frée State 
has just addressed to the United 
tes government as one of the 
5 tory powers to the treaty by 
which the\rulership of the Free State was 
confided to him, a memorandum in reply to 
the note of the British government which he 
received some four months ago”. andin which 
the English secretary of state for foreign 
affairs called his attention to the many fla- 
grant violations of the treaty which have 
oecurred in the Free State, the systematic 
cruelties, practiced upon the natives by the 
Congo officials, and the establishment in the 
state of a system of commercial] monopolies, 
which, in defiance of treaty obligations, 
practically close the door to the tradersj of 
foreign nations. 

It was pointed out in the note that the gov- 
ernment of the Free State had failed to bring 
about that material and moral improvement 
in the condition of the natives which was one 
of the primary objects im the creation of 
the state, while the free trade provisions of 
the treaty have been nullified by the granting 
of concessions for the exploitation of the 
country. 

As the British government addressed a copy 
of its note tothe king, to all the signatory 
powers of the treaty of Berlin, so in the same 
way has King Leopold addressed to these 
same vernmente*his response to the 
charges made by Great Britain. 


Briefly speaking, Leopold disputes the facts 
and refuses the demands set forth In the 
English note, and takes such a firm and un- 
compromising stand on his sovereign rights 
as ruler of the Congo, as to hold out little 
prospect of any satisfactory settlement. 

His memorandum is divided into two parts. 
The first contains argumepts drawn from 
international law and from the special acts 
which govern the Congo, while the second 
part deals with questions of fact.. He re- 
jects the charges of cruelty made against 
the administration of the Congo on the 
groumd that they are based on untrust- 
worthy evidence, while he repudiates the 
idea of afbitration as altogether incompati- 
ble with his prerogatives as monarch of the 
Congo. He lays stress on'‘the fact that the 
objections respecting land concessions and 
monopoles are applicable to all the other 
powers in central Africa, not excepting 
Great Britain, and, in conclusion, he declares 
himself convinced that after the explana- 
tion and evidence furnished in the memo- 
randum, the United States and the other 
signatory powers will recognize that there is 
no necessity for the intervention demanded 
by England. 

This reply, while a disappointment to the 
powers generally, is a rebuff in particular 
for Great Britain, which, it must be remem- 
bered, is one, of the four powers under the 
protection of which the neutrality of Bel- 
gium is placed, which guarantees the inde- 
pendence and integrity of the kingdom, and 
to which, therefore, Leopold is virtually 
indebted for his Belgian crown. 

But while there is little prospect of any 
joint or solitary intervention of a more ac- 
tive character—that is to say, “vis et 
arme,’’ in the Congo Free State, it is 
likely that the Pnglish note will have the 
excellent and beneficial result of hastening 
the transformation of the Congo Free State 
into a Belgian colony, thus putting an end 
to the many inconveniences and disad-~- 
vantages of the personal rule of King Leo- 
pold over this benighted and sorely 4fflict- 
ed portion of Africa. 

France, although a republic, is burdened 
with the maintenance of several monarchs. 
True, they are mostly of the exotic charac- 
ter, and comprise, in addition to African po- 
tentates, not only the ex-queen of Madagas- 
car, who is now living at that quaint little 
Cantalian town known as Vic-sur-Cére, 
which, with its seventeenth century houses, 
with their broad eaves, round turrets, and 
steep dormered roofs, constitutes one of the

sacre of a number of French officers at Hué. 
For three years after that episode he led the 
life of a fugitiye in the mountains of Annam 
and was eventually captured by that Col, 
Boulangié who has just been placéd’on the 
retired list after an extraordinary fracae at 
the war department, which resuited in his 
threatening to run Gen. Andre, the minister 
of war, through the body with his sword. 

In view of the fact that even after his 
capture Emperor Nam Ghi displayed the ut- 
most insolence towards all the French au- 
thorities with whom he was brought into 
contact, he may consider himself fortunate 
that they did not turn him over to his suc- 
cessor on the throne of Annam, who would 
have made short work of him and quickly 
put him to death. Instead, he was deported 
to Algiers, where a handsome villa was 
placed at his disposal, as well as an annuity 
of some $10,000 or. $15,000 a year, while he 
is treated by the military authorities there 
with royal honors. 

Recently he was permitted by the French 
government to visit France for the purpose 
of taking a course of the waters at Vichy. 
But he seems to have taken advantage of 
this éoncession to travei all over France, 
and the other day having, under the pretext 
of mountaineering, approached within a few 
miles distance of the Italian frontier, he was 
suddenly called to book by the French gov- 
ernment and requested to return without 
delay to his ville at Algiers. 

His escape from French surveillance might 
cause no end of trouble to the French gov- 
ernment. For in every-one of the numerous 
insurrections which have taken place in An- 
nam during the last fifteen years the rebels 
against the present emperor and against his 
French protectors have made use of the de- 
throned monarch’s nameand announced that 
their object was to restore to him the pos- 
session of his crown.

Answer to A.C. Bartlett. — 

Chicago, Oct.3.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
The “Letter to His Fellow Citizens by an 
Employer of Labo ”’ written by Mr. A. C. 
Bartlett, and dist uted broadcast through- 
out the city, is but another effort along the 
jines upon which self-interest has banded the 
employers of labor together to create a public 
sentiment hostile to labor unions, prepara- 
tory toa concerted gigantic move, whichis al- 
geady beginning to manifest itself, to disrupt 
and crush the labor unions. The letter pur- 

rts to be a fair and impartial review of the 
aor situation, but let a disinterested reader 
it and he will learn nothing to the em- 
ployers’ discredit, but will be made aware 
ef many monumental sins charged to labor 
ynions, when in reality they are isolated in- 
stances that cannot in justice be charged to 
organized labor generally. 

He begins by saying that the purpose of 
forming labor unions is a laudable one, and 
then devotes most of the remainder of his 
letter to combating his own statement, for 
#funion labor is guilty on all the counts upon 
which he seeks to indict it, it is not only 
‘mot laudable, it is without ‘‘any rights in 
court,” and if he has singled out certain 
deprecated instances as typical, and he has 
‘ertainly done s0, it is the height of injustice. 

If any union men in an executive capacity 
have “ lost their heads and sought to vicious- 
ty injure capital,” as alleged, no one would 
he more ready or willing than any self-re- 
gpecting union man—and there are a few of 
that class, our detractors to the contrary 


potwithstanding—to condemn them. He is, 


-gadically wrong in saying that we adopt 
‘wiles ignoring differences in capability and 
‘ gompelling all men to be classed with lower 
grade workmen. We simply adopt a mini- 
mum wage scale, saying that no man shall 
work for less than that, and if a man 4de- 
' yelops special talent for his chosen work he 


_ “should be, and is, paid more proportionately 


‘as hig product exceeds that of his fellow 
" workman in quality or quantity. I quote: 
“4 body of men, either legally or not legally 
constituted, has no more right to say what 
disposition any law abiding fellow citizen 
shall make of his time, labor, or money. than 
has to say how he shall vote.””) A hody of 
men organized for the purpose of peaceably 
enforcing their right to a reasonable propor- 
tion of the product of their labor cer- 
tainly has a right to use moral suasion, or 
any other peaceable means—moral force; if 
necessary—to induce their fellow workmen 
to join hands with them in the battle that is 
ever being fought, not alone by union work- 
meh but by hosts of great and good men, for 
@ more equal social scale and the general bet- 
terment of society. The principles of un- 
fonism are not only for the acquirement of a 
few additional dollars for the time being but 
for the grander and nobler purpose of hav- 
ing all men, in times to come, born equal, in 
fact as well as in name. 
If the desired feeling between employer 
and employé is to be brought about, the con- 
cessions cannot all come from the side of 
labor in the controversy, and the employers 
are not working along the right lines when 
they form associations with the avowed pur- 
pose of crushing the labor unions,

Each child was given a slip of paper and 
asked to answer three or four simple ques-

Do you have an allowance? 

-Do you earn it, or is it given to you? 

How much money do you have? 

How do you earn it? 

How do you spend it? 

- Here are a few replies selected at random: 

I do not have an allowance, I get a quarter 
every week for running errands, raking the lawn, 
etc. I am supposed to pay for the repairs on my 
wheel, buy what candy or soda watey I want, pay 
for the football games. Every month when I get 
my report eard 3 give papa a dime for all the 
marks below .90 per cent. 


In order to get gny money I help mamma in all | 
n. 


the ways that I I get two and sometimes 
three cents from her. Sometimes I spend five cents, 
and afterwards I wish I hadn't. 

I have a regular sum of money given me every 
week. It ig from one cent to three cents. .I spend 
one cent and save the rest. I earn five cents a 
week, not as an allowance. I give it to the Sun- 
day school of the First Methodist Episcopal church. 
I earn it by chopping wood, getting coal, etc. 

I receive 35 cents a week for carrying artesian 
eae and. pay 15 cents of it to a friend to do the 
work. | 

I have an allowance. J am expected to buy my 
little necessities, such as books and pets, such as 
pigeons and different birds. I earn money print- 
ing for my brother. 

I have no allowance, and what little money I 
have I earn generally by smal! speculations. I 
spend my money for whatever I take a fancy to, 
which is not always candy or gum. 

It is a temptation to quote at length, but 
their naive notes are at least suggestive. 

Of nearly 300 children whose replies were 
tabulated, less than a hundred had any kind 
of a regular allowance, 78 spoke of earn- 
ing part of their money, 30 mentioned pres- 
ents as their chief outgo, while clothes, can- 
dy, school, saving, and amusements were 
mentioned by 43, 57, 78, and 17 respectively. 


These results are, of course, general and 
only roughly arranged, but they seem to 
us most suggestive. They seem to throw 
a bit of light on economic conditions of the 
past and future. Are we in any way to be 
held responsible when the children of today 
are taking the early trains to town and we 
are sitting in the chimney corners? I am 
persuaded that we are. Be 

To our minds there is a close and logica] 
connection between the boy. with the $5 given 
offhand by the father and the boy who breaks 
his father’s heart by his unpaid hills at col- 


lege, 

A vital connection between paying a boy 
6 cents for a dollar job and all other present 
day sweatshop methods, between the boy or 
girl paid for things he should do as a fac- 
tor of the family and the tramp who claims 
that the world oWes him a living. 

Between the lack of teaching girls how 
to select honest, suitable, thorough going 
dress goods, furniture, food, and general 
supplies, and the shams, shoddy goods, adul- 
teratidns, and brands of the’general stores. 

Between the boy who is paid for h 
per cents and bribery for franc ! 

But deductions are easy. 

Are there any general principles upon 
which we can agree? It surely seems as if 
in the average good American family chil- 
dren should be as familiar with money and 
the proper way to use it as they are with 
clothes, food, music, pictures, and their 
proper uses. ‘yea, 

In these other matters 
to have the child receive benefits and use 
judgment and deduce general principles. 
Why not with money? 

It seems to us that money should be given 
to all children systematically, in amounts 
suited to their parents’ income, the child’s 
age, ability, capacity, and needs, and that 
this money should neither be regarded as a 
reward nor withheld as a punishment, un- 
less for unwise spending or use. Making 
money a reward or a punishment lays un- 
due emphasis upon the importance of money 
and only serves to remove farther into the 


It seems to us: | 

1. That each child should have a certain 
regular allowance, | 

2. He sMould have part of this allowance 
because he is a part of the family and has 
a right to it, as he has to other necessities, 
and another part which he earns by the 
performance of certain specified duties. It 


_ is not to be used as a bribe to perform irk- 
'gome duties, but on the pure business basis. 


3. He has an equal right to a careful over- 
sight and training in the use of this money. 
He should be trained to select honest, suit- 
able goods, to give a proportion for benevo- 
lent objects, and to set aside amounts for 
books, pictures; or amusements, and in all 
cases to keep a more or less elaborate ac- 
count. 

In closing may we ask, Is there any more 
certain indication of a man’s character than 
the way in which he spends his money, be 
it much or little? If not, have we consid- 
ered this important element in character 
training? Have the children of the past 
been wronged? Are they being wronged to- 
Gay? Shall they be wronged in the future?

NEW YORK STATE OFFICIALS 
ARE IN PERIL OF ARREST. 


Anti-Pass Decision Declaring Posses- 
sion of Pullman Pass Violation of 
Law Said to Apply to Many of Them. 


Albany, N. Y., Oct. 6-—[Special.]—Prac- 
tically every member of both houses of the 
legislature and not a few of the state officers 
are in peril of being ousted from office for 
violation of the anti-pass provision of the 


of a Pullman company pass. 

The Court of Appeals today handed down 
a decision which held a Pullman pass to all 
intents and purposes a railroad pass within 
.the meaning of the law. 

The case was that of Frederick B. Wad- 

hams, secretary of the State Bar association, 
who, while holding a commission as a notary 
public, rode from Albany to Cohoes on a 
Delaware and Hudson train, paying bis fare, 
but occupying a seat in a Pullman car, pre- 
senting as title thereto a pass in his name, 
accepted from the Pullman company. Suit 
was brought against him to declare forfeited 
his office as notary public. All the courts 
now decide against -him. The unanimous 
opinion was handed down today. 
. “Parlor and sleeping car accommoda- 
tions,’ says Judge Parker, “‘ have come to be 
regarded as a necessity by a considerable 
portion of the traveling public, and rather 
than not have the benefit of such accommo- 
dations a substantial percentage of the trav- 
eling population pays for the privilege of 
enjoying them. 

“We hold—and we think argument is n 
needed to support the proposition—that a 
public officer who accepts the privilege of 
riding in a palace or sleeping car accorded 
him by a pass such as was issued in this case 
accepts a free pass for free transportation 
within the meaning of the constitution.”’ 


FUGITIVE FROM IRISH PRISON 


James Lynchehaun Gives Detailed Story 
of the Tenantry Fight with His 

Landlady. | 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 6.—[Special.J~— 
James Lynchehaun, the Irish fugitive who 
is fighting extradition to Great Britain, 
where he is wanted as an escaped convict, 
told the story on the witness stand today 
of his fight with his landlady, Agnes McDon- 
ald, for striking whom he was convicted of 
assault with intent to kill and sentenced to 
prison for life. 

Lynchehaun said that the acts of Agnes 
McDonald had made her a terror to her ten- 
antry, and that at a secret meeting of the! 
Irish revolutionary brotherhood of the Island: 
of Achill, of which he was an officer, it was 
decided: to burm her barns and frighten her 
back to England. The man to start the fire 
was chosen by lot, but he never knew whoit 
was. This meeting was held in October, 4894. 
He said four days later the alarm of fire 
was sounded and the tenantry turned out in 
the night to save with one hand and destroy 
with the other. Agnes McDonald was at the 
fire. Lynchehaun in the excitement got 
from her the keys to the horse and ¢attle 
barns to release the imprisoned animals. 
When he returned them she was going to- 


her not to go too near. 
Lynchehaun said she turned on him witha 
revolver and shouted: “ This is your work,” 
and tried to shoot. He knocked the revolver 
aside and she struck him in the face. He 
then hit her with his clinched fist, and she 
staggered toward a group of peasants, who 
attacked her, striking and kicking her se- 
verely. Lynchehaun said he struck her in 
accordance with the orders ef the brother.
